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ROUT THE TUNNEL COMPANY. 
City Officials Foree Books to Be 
Open. 


USE THREATS TO STOP WORK. 
Counsel Lewis Points: Out 


Whenever the Mitnots Tunnel company o- 
cials have retferreſ to the city as being a 
Partner in the subways under the down- 
town streets they have intimated the atl 
nership to be a silent one. 

The partnership proved to 
loud enough to be heard through the whole 
length of the miles of tunnels. The agents 
of the “ partner called to inspect the books. 

Dvery high official now in Chicago was an 
unexpected caHer at the tunnel offices and 
the “active” partner, which had been dis- 
posed to be, defiant, capitulated. It opened 
the books and listened meekly while the full 
meaning of the partnership was explained. 

Acting Mayor and Controller McGann led 
the city forces. With him were Corporation 
Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Patterson. Deputy 
Controller Gosselin also went along. While 
the main purpose was to see the company’s 
books other moves are in bontemplation, in- 


tion’s* right to operate if it does not do as 
the city officials believe it should. This last 
matter, however, is waiting the report of the | 
engineers who are examining the tunnels | 
and should complete their work today. 


Visit Follows Long Correspondence. 

The ordinance of the Illinois Telephone and 
Telegraph company, of which the Illinois 
Tunnel company is the successor, provides 
for payment to the city of 5 per cent of its 
gross receipts for the first ten years of its 
existence. After that the rate is higher. 
Controller McGann wrote President Wheeler 
last May for a statement and the latter re- 
plied there had been no receipts up to date; 
it was all expenditures. Mr. Wheeler signed - 
himself president of the Illinois Tunnel 
company.” 

The controller replied that he knew no 
Illinois Tunnel company, that the franchise 
ran to the Illinois Telephonewmnd Telegraph 
company and provided against a transfer 
without the consent of the city council. To 
this and a subsequent letter of similar tenor 
no answer was received and so Controller 
McGann gathered his fellow officials and 
visited President Wheeler and Engineer 
George W. Jackson in the ofices-ot the com- 
pany. 

Threatens to ‘Stop Tunnel Work. 
Mr. McGann demanded the books of the 
corporation under the clause of the ordinance 

| providing they always shall be open to the 
inspection of the controller. Mr. Wheeler 
demurred, and then the commissioner of pub- 
lic works suggested it was within his power

_ AFTER TWO DAYS’ ILLNESS. 


Coal Nee President, Who Was 
Prominent in Teamsters’ Strike, 
Passes Away Following Operation. 


Edwin F. Daniels, president of the coal 
his residence, 4447 Greenwood avenue, last 
evening, as the result of an operation.
